A guest editor ought to “walk 
delicately”, like Agag. She is in an 
alien country, across which she trav- 
els only by courtesy, not by right. 
She must speak gently and discreetly, 
keeping her place, conscious always 
of what is due to her hosts, not rais- 
ing her voice in criticism or conten- 
tion, not dominating the conversa- 
tion. This guest editor appreciates 
her situation fully, and would be 
quite content, since she cannot keep 
silent as she would prefer, to accept 
a topic and a manner set for her 
by her hosts. As it is, she is left 
to utter her remarks without guid- 
ance, and with only a vague hope 
that they may manage to be appro- 
priate. 

An obvious topic on which a guest 
editor in THE TERESIAN might say 
something is “Writing for school 
publications." Once upon a time, 
school publications appeared only at 
large universities. They were aca- 
demic and literary in tone, and not 
infrequently of high quality. Later, 
in this country particularly, they be- 
gan to multiply in number and vari- 
ety. Some still kept up pretentions 
to serious work; some set out frankly 
to entertain; some were journalistic. 
Today, in the welter of school publi- 
cations, one can range all the way 
from philosophical discussions to 
cynical and offensive “wise crack- 
ing”, from the sedate quarterly to 
the campus daily newspaper. They 
are found, not only in the large uni- 
versities, but in the colleges, the high 
schools, and even the grade schools. 
Writing for school publications has 
become one of the most important 
of the so-called “extra-curricular ac- 
tivities.” 

Whether that wide growth of 
school publications is a good or bad 
thing for the students depends ulti- 
mately upon each school publication 
and how it is conducted. If the 
school publication honestly aims at 
offering a stimulus and a reward for 
sound thinking ajid writing, it may 
be an excellent supplement to the 
courses in English. If it gives en- 
tirely free rein to adolescent horse 
play, it may become a promoter of 
cheap vulgarity. If it apes the Amer- 
ican newspaper, it apes the shoddiest 
press now published in the civilized 
world. It all depends. Merely hav- 
ing a school publication does not 
necessarily do either the school or 
the student any good. The aims, 
character, methods of the publication 
are immeasurably more important 
in that regard than the bare fact 
that there is a school publication. 

Writing for her school publication 
should be the ambition of every stu- 
dent capable of clear thinking and 
adequate expression in English; and 
not the privilege of the chosen few. 
It should also be the ambition of 
every student to keep the level of 
the school publication as high as 
possible, a source of legitimate pride 
for all. More than that a guest edi- 
tor may not venture to say. It is 
for the stu'dents and faculty to apply 
these evident principles. The guest 
editor can only wish them well in 
their efforts. May THE TERESIAN 
now and always be all that a school 
publication should be.

Upon their arrival the class was 
first shown the supply house for the 
numerous green tin barrels seen at 
all refueling stations. The employees 
favored the class by sending one of 
these so-called barrels through the 
cleaning and refinishing process. 

It was learned that all crude oil 
is brought here in pipes and then put 
through the various stages of refine- 
ment at the plant. All the chemists- 
to-be were greatly interested in the 
plant until they were told to proceed 
up stairs that lead to a mass of 
fumes; then a crop of fears sprang 
up. However keeping up the pioneer 
spirit they went boldly on and were 
surprised to find themselves in the 
midst of some harmless vapor. 

Samples of the petroleum at its 
various stages of refinement were 
given to the class for exhibition in 
the chemistry laboratory.

With the recent celebration of the second anniversary 
of the opening of the Rockhill Nelson Gallery the 
thought is brought to mind that Kansas City has at 
last attained a prominent place among the cultural 
centers of the country.

Our Lady of Lourdes 

Father Bede Jarrett, 0. P. Burns, Oates and Wash- 
$1.50 burn, Ltd. 

London, 1934 

This lovely little book is a series of nine meditations 
preached by Father Bede Jarrett, O. P., in the Church 
of our Lady of Lourdes, New York, in preparation for 
the celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
apparitions at Lourdes. They can best be described 
by quoting the words of the pastor of the church where 
they were given: "Casual but direct, simple but pro- 

found, they are pervaded with a sweet mysticism that 
must increase love for our holy Queen and bring a 
closer union with her Son”. Each meditation is based 
upon a part of the Salve Regina and the mystery of 
Loudres is interpolated with reference to that well- 
known and most beautiful prayer. 

Father Jarrett is the author of four other books in- 
cluding some meditations and a history of the English 
Dominicans. This is his last work; the first copies 
of the American edition reached England only a day 
or two before Father Jarrett was stricken suddenly 
with a fatal illness. 



A Watch In The Night 

Helen C. White The Macmillan Co. 

New York 

"A Watch in the Night” is a catholic novel in the 
finest sense of the word. It tells a dramatic story 
against a picturesque background. On the library shelf 
it deserves a place by the side of Dr. Walsh’s "The 
Thirteenth, the Greatest of Centuries” and John Ays- 
cough’s "San Celestim”. 

This novel tells the story of Jacopone da Todi, Fran- 
ciscan mystic, who aligns himself with the Spirituals, 
the group within the Order which stood for a rigid 
adherence to the rule of poverty. After seeing him as 
a mendicant preacher to the Umbrian peasants we fol- 
low him to Rome where, to further the cause of the 
Spirituals, he becomes the confidential secretary of 
Cardinal Calonns. 

The story of Jacopone da Todi is bound up with 
the strife which followed after the death of St. Francis 
when the Spirituals and the conventuals contended for 
mastery of the Franciscon Order. 

The action of the story begins in Franciscan Umbria 
and proceeds to Roman scenes of vivid panorama of 
the papal court with the high lights on the spectacular 
pontificate of Pope St. Celestine V.
